The Savannah Election. 


A good deal of interest has been taken in 
the Savannah municipal election, outside 
ofthat city. Cities are the strongtiolds of 
the negroes, and hence the Radicals have 
wielded their heaviest power at these 
points. The opportunities for working 
upon the freedmen by the Radicals are 
better here, for playing upon the prejudices 
of race and color, for stimulating into 
activity the passions and appetites, the 
yanities and vagaries of the ignorant, the 
unthinking, the indolent, the vicious.

Savannah has been especially troubled. 
The pestiferous black felon, Bradley, was 
sent to the Georgia Legislature by the ne- 
groes in and around Savannah. Who has 
forgotten the Ogeechee riots, when armed 
bands of blacks defied civil authority, con- 
spired to control the polls, and kept the 
whole country in alarm for weeks. 

Steadily have the business men of the 
country been working to neutralize this 
powerful aggregation of ignorance and 
prejudice under the lead of hate and vice 
—to soothe the unnecessary animosities, to 
dispel prejudice, to convince the freedmen 
of the friendship of the native citizens, and 
the unanimity of interest between them. 

The municipal success in Savannah 
show that this good word is being success- 
ful, that the negro is learning his true 
friend, that the ascendency of tbe carpet- 
bagger is waning, that original Radicalisin, 
unlike original sin, is losing prestige. 

The augury is encouraging. It fore- 
shadows the doom of Southern Radicalism 
and the disenthrallment of the black from 
its present baneful dominion.
